UNUSUAL NOTGELD ISSUES OF GERMANY 
(POST-WAR PERIOD, 1921-23)

Many collectors of German notgeld possess specimens of linen, silk and 
other unusual monies but have been hampered in their collecting of this ma- 
terial simply because they lacked a catalog of these issues. We now offer a 
listing of these pieces:

February 15, 1923 — 5000 Mark. Linen.

CATALOG OF WORLD WAR II MONIES 


BY ARLIE R. SLABAUGH 


Much material has appeared on Warld War II monies but to date no 
single work has covered the entire series. We are now attempting a catalog 
of World War II monies, the first chapter on National Government issues 
appearing in this issue of THE EMERGENCY MONEY COLLECTOR. Chap- 
ters covering other series will follow in forthcoming issues. Naturally we do 
not expect this first attempt at such a catalog (since some issues are as yet 
unknown to collectors in general) to be absolutely complete although it will 
contain listings of many issues unknown ito the average collector. We would 
therefore appreciate any additions readers may be able to submit which will 
be listed in a supplement at a later date with full credit given. Address all 
communications to the Editor. 


National Government Issues 

In this section will be listed World War II monies issued by the National 
Governments of various countries. Such issues are commonly called Official 
Issues. Private, Occupation and Military Issues, ete., will appear in later 
copies of this magazine. Coins and paper money were issued by most countries 
throughout the war but not all of it is emergency money. A large portion of 
it consisted of regular issues similar to those in use before the war. Only 
actual emergency issues will be listed. (Note: Although many paper issues 
are listed, the paper series is far from complete due to the difficulty in obtain- 
ing information.) 


ARGENTINA, 5, 10, 20 Centavos, 1942-48, brass. 

BELGIUM CONGO, 1 Franc, 1944, brass; 2 Francs, 1948, (hexagonal) brass. 
BOLIVIA, 10, 20 Centavos. 1942, zine.

CEYLON, 1 Cent, 1942 bronze, smaller and thinner. 

25, 50 Cents, paper, Jan. 1, 1942, Local printing; 10, 25, 50 Cents, paper, 
Feb. 1, 1942; also issues of same denomination, July 14, 1942 and Dec. 12, 
1942. All printed in India. Also 5 Cents, paper, June 1, 1942. 

CHINA, % Cent, 1940 (?); 1 Cent, 1940; 5 Cents, 1940-41. All in aluminum. 
(Type with illustration of Spade Coin.) 1 Fen, 1940, brass; 1 Fen, 1941 
(Chinese temple), aluminum; 1 Chiao, 1942, Bank Token. Note: Of all 
countries, China is one of the hardest to list because it is difficult to distin- 
guish between regular issues and actual emergency issues. There were many 
paper issues, which, unfortunately, we are unable to list, Will some kind 
reader oblige? 

COLOMBIA, 1, 5 Centavos, 1942-44, bronze. (Previously in copper-nickel.) 
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COSTA RICA, 25 Centavos, 1944-46, bronze. (Previously in copper-nickel.) 
CUBA, 1, 5 Centavos, 1948, aluminum-bronze. (Previously copper-nickel.) 
‘CURACAO, 1, 2% Cents. 1944, copper-zine alloy. (Same as U. 8. A. One Cent 
.as these pieces were coined in U.S. A. from gun shell cases.) 
DOMINICIAN REPUBLIC, 5 Cents, 1945. 2,000,000 struck at Philadelphia 
in the same composition as the U.S.A. 5c coin (Silver-manganese-copper). 
DUTCH EAST INDIES, 50c, 1, 2%, 5, 10, Gulden, paper, issued in the 
U.S. A., March 2, 19438. 
ECUADOR, 5, 10, 20 Centavos, aluminum-bronze, 1942 (formerly in pure 
nickel. 
EGYPT, 1, 2, 5, 10 Milliemes, 1943, bronze (formerly copper-nickel).
